lull in the excitement incident to oil 
and gas development 
in 
Bichland 


Bounty was dispelled Iast_night when, 
the announcement- was made that a 
five-million gasser had been struck by 
the Fairview Oil and Gas company 
just west of this city. 


For several days the drillers had 


been working in oil-saturated 
rock 


at a depth of nearly nineteen hundred 
feet, and when the drill reached 
the 


sand lying beneath the rock there was 
a spurt of oil and gas reaching to'the 
height of the dferric..

Expert oil men from Pennsylvania 


and various parts of Onio had been in 
the city for several days awaiting the 
outcome of this drilling, and they es- 
timate the gas production at 5,000,000 
feet a day, in addition to which there 
Is a good flow or oil similar to the 
Pennsylvania product, estimated at 25 
barrels daily.

lo the homes of land-owners in the vi- 
cinity for the purpose Of arranging to 
lease land not aireadjT under lease for 
ariliing privileges, and toflay the city 
is swarmed with oil and gas men 
looking for a chance to get in while 
1be wafer Is warm.

Etiquette of Mourning 


•^—*T no time is good breeding more 
£—I severely tested than when death 
^ ^ enters the social circle. 


Directly you hear that a friend's 


home has been visited by death, you 
call to offer your sympathy and your 
services. 
This 
latter 
duty is par- 


ticularly expected 
of 
men, who, at 


such times, may be of practical ser- 
vice. On the other hand, if the mem- 
bers of the bereaved family are entirely 
at liberty to decline to receive any 
guests at alL 
This ' announcement is 


made by the servant or relative in at- 
tendance at the front door. 


In case you cannot call in person, 


or you are not received, then send or 
leave your card, bearing the word 
"sympathy" written across it. 
As a 


rule, floral offerings are sent to the 
house on the day of the funeral. Inti- 
mate friends, however, sometimes bring- 
loose cut flowers when they call with 
their condolences. 


The request that you act as pall- 


bearer is regarded as both a compli- 
ment and an obligation. 
Orfly those 


whom the deceased held In deep regard 
are supposed to receive such a request, 
and to refuse it you must have some 
valid and strong excuse. 


As for the house of mourning. It Is 


customary to have all arrangements 
placed in the hand of some reliable 
family friend, who secures the under- 
taker and arranges for the lot or cre- 
mation, while a woman friend attends 
to the ordering of mourning gowns, 
bonnets, etc. Members of the bereaved 
family seldom appear on the street 
from the hour of the death untn the 
funeral. 


A perfectly plain black dress with 


an all-enveloping veil will serve for 
the funeral, and often this can be bor- 
rowed, the complete mourning being 
purchased later on. A woman can add 
a black bordered handkerchief, but 
well-dressed 
men 
never use them. 


The men of the family should have 
black suits, gloves, ties and hats. The 
latter has a black cloth mourning band 
around it. 


Some member of the family with 


sufficient self-control should plan the 
seating and carriages for Intimate 
friends. 
Often family dissensions are 


started and old friendships jarred by 
carelessness In this matter. 


Mourning customs after the funeral 


vary according to family traditions. 
Houses are generally thrown open and 
made a* cheerful as possible, and In 
many well-bred families mourning Is 
not worn at all- 
Subdued colorings 


are affected, but crepe Is eschewed 
Other women wear white and black 
only—white 
for the house entirely 


Beautiful gowns In white crepe 
<J« 


chine and even pure crepe are shown 
lor this purpose 


If mourning is worn at all, it must 


be complete, and then certain conven- 
tions must be- 
observed. 
Henrietta 


and cashmere make the best dresses, 
French serge 
the 
best tailor-made 


suits, crepe de chine for house frocks 
Slack taffetas and other lustrous silks 
are not mourning, but surah and any 
dull silk are permissible. The widow's 
jonnet is marked by a ruche and her 
veil Is of crepe or grenadine. 
Some 


women 
cannot 
endure the touch of 


crepe. 
Unmarried daughters of the 


family wear small hats or toques trim- 
m%d 
with 
lusterless silk or crepe 


draped 
with 
veils. 
Glace or suede 


gloves may be worn. No jewelry save 
;He wedding ring and mourning beads 
or pins may be worn. Gun metal and 
dull black enameled pins, cuff links, 
brooches, belt pins, etc., are good form. 


Deep mourning, with Its accompani- 


ments, Is worn for a parent or a child 
That means that the same mourning 
which a mother wears for a child, the 
child wears for a mother. Stationery 
Is white bordered with black, half an 
inch for the first six months. th«n a 
quarter of 
an inoh, and finally the 


Italian border for the second year. 
Lavender and grey stationery are not 
mourning. 
Cards correspond to the 


stationery. 
Notes of acknowledgment should be 


written within a reasonable time after 
the funeral. 
This Includes acknowl- 


edgments of calls, cards and flowari 
"Thanks for your sympathy" written 
across your 
mourning card Is suffi- 


cient. 
And lastly, remember that If you are 


In mourning, you do not attend places 
of amusement where your sombre robes 
would appear out of place. A dance, 
an afternoon tea, a big luncheon or 
wedding—those are not for the woman 
in mourning1. When you are ready to 
resume your place in the social whirl, 
lay aside your mourning jntlrely. In- 
cidentally, do not put on mourning at 
all unless you think you have the 
strength of character to stick to It and 
deny yourself all social pleasures while 
wearing it. 
There 
Is absolutely no 


hard and fast rule about mourning1 to- 
day, and it Is a question which every 
family, every Individual must settle- 


In reply to a most common question, 


the widow continues to have her hus- 
band's name on her calling cards. She 
Is still "Mrs James Henry West." not 
"Mrs. Eleanor West." 
She uses the 


signature **Eleanor West" on all letters, 
business papers, etc. If. however, she 
has a son "James Henry" who Is mar- 
ried, then his wife becomes "Mrs James 
Henry West," and the widow has her 
cards engraved "Mrs Kleanor West."

Beauty Hints for 


Those in Mourning 


LACK is the most trying of all 
.•colors. 
Mourning lacks 
the 


lustre of even the usual black 


aijnent, and hence the woman who 
Ions It often finds that it makes her 
ook haggard, sallow and old. 
Only 


he really youthful 
face 
and figure 


ook well In all 
black. 
The aver- 


age brunette looks either ghastly or 
allow, and mourning brings out the 
toes and wrinkles in the face of the 
average blonde. 
^ 


Black, unrelieved, also accentuates 


jvery tiny defect in the skin and makes 
even a good complexion appear a trifle 
muddy. It Is, therefore, all Important 
hat the flesh and the hair should be kept 
mmaculately clean. Oily hair is par- 
Icu'arly ugly by contrast with severe 
mourning, and it must be washed fre- 
quently to make it look' as fluffy as 
possible. Between shampoos. It is well 
o rub the roots of the hair near the 
ace and neck with alcohol, at least 
once a day. If the ordinary shampoo 
causes cold in the head, I will be glad 
,o furnish, any of my readers with a 
otlon which Is most cleansing" and 
which may be substituted for the regu- 
atlon shampoo. 
Freckles and moth-patches also are 


made more prominent by wearing 
mourning, and the woman who has 
never noticed them much before don- 
ning black, becomes thoroughly aroused 
and seeks a remedy. For small light 
freckles and incipient moth-patches, 
there IB no better remedy than plain 
emon Juice. Cut a lerson In half *nd 
rub the freckles or moth-patches twice 
,. day. If the skin is dry. follow the 
lemon treatment, say In half an hour, 
with a touch of cold cream. 


If the freckles will not yield to 


lemon, then a bleach must be used 


formula for which I will furnish on 
receipt of a stamped and self addressed

However, I never advise the 


use of this bleach until the lemon cure 
has been thoroughly tested. 


If the skin is generally sallow and 


muddy, eat plenty of fruit and drink 
quantities of water.

whitener-

adding one quart of water and boil fo- 
ten minutes. 
Cool and strain, and to 


the liquid add the juice of one ver\ 
large or two smaller lemons, and a 
dessertspoonful of pure alcohol. Wash 
the face In this, or rather apply It with 
a cloth, not wiping it all away.

lars of white organdie are worn with 
mourning blouses, the general effect 
of black raiment emphasizes any tend- 
ency to a yellow neck 
With some 


women the sallow, yellowish neck Is a 
real affliction and It requires vigorous 
treatment I am giving a lotion which 
will prove moat effective. 


Boric acid, 1 drachm; distilled witch 


hazel, 2 ounces; rosewater, 2 ounces. 
Exercise the neck until a free presplra- 
tlon appears then bathe It off in warm 
water and apply the above lotion. 


Black, and particularly lusterless 


silks, bring out the beauty of the hand 
as colors never do. 
The woman In 


mourning should therefore be punctili- 
ous about her manicuring and above 
all things keep her nails highly pol- 
ished. I will be pleased to furnish any 
of my reader* with a reliable formula 
for a polish that will give Just the 
desired gleam to the pearly pink nails. 


Beneath the shadow of a lusterless 


black hat or a draped veil, the face 
Is apt to appear dull and lifeless. If not 
ghastly. To prevent this, use a bit of 


make-up .carefully applied, and worked 
sknifullyinto the flesh. 
~ C o l d cream the face thoroughly, and 
wipe it off, making sure that not a bit 
of the cream • exudes from the skin. 
then apply the rouge with a hare's foot 
on the cheek bones, not In a round spot 
or a daub, but brokenly, working it out 
lightly toward the edges where it fades 
into the natural flesh tint. Then powdei 
the face lightly with the face powder 
best suited to your skin, white for the 
very pale blonde, flesh for the ordinary 
skin, and "Rachel" or brunette for the 
dark skin. An excellent formula for 
dry rouge Is as follows: 


Four ounces of finely bolted talc and 


two drachms of carmine. Make a solu- 
tion of gum tragacantb and warm 
water—a very little only is required 
Mix the talc and the carmine first wel) 
together, and sift them. 
Add enough 


of the diluted gum tragacanth to form 
into a smooth paste and allow it to dry. 


Some-'women prefer a liquid rouge 


and a formula for this will be fur- 
nished on request. It has frequently 
appeared In this department. 


A touch of color to the lips does 


much to relieve the deadening effect of 
mourning. The following Up salve may 
be used with excellent results and is 
entirely safe, healing as well as beauti- 
fying. 


One ounce of spermaceti ointment: IB 


grains of Balsam of Peru; 16 grains of 
Alkanet root, 5 drops of oil of cloves. 
Digest the alkanet in the ointment 
at a gentle heat, till the latter Is a 
deep rose color, then pass through a 
coarse strainer. When slightly cooled, 
stir in the balsam, give a few moment* 
to settle and then pour off the clear 
portion and add the oil of cloves.

bonnet. It Is a small, round buckram 
frame that fit* close to the head. The 
edges are bound with bands of crepe 
and the InsMe Is faced with the wid- 
ow's ruche, which can be purchased at 
any department store for a few cents 
Over this frame Is draped the crepe or 
gr«na<51ne veil, pinned on with dull 
black pins. It should never be sew- 
ed on.

and in so-called tub fabrics, mull, or- 
gandie and lawn. The latter pays only 
In the very best quality. Otherwise it. 
turns green. Perhaps for blouses there 
is absolutely nothing to compare with 
the best grade of India silk, which 
cleans and washes admirably and ip 
as cool as lawn. 
Very often even a 


high-priced lawn will crock or rub off 
on the skin. 


For trimming purposes, bear in mind 


that lace is never mourning, however 
much you may see others don it in 
connection with 
so-called, mourning 


frocks. 
You can, however, trim your 


cloth frocks with bands of mourning 
silk, faille, ottoman, armure, etc., in 
dull finish. Soutache and fancy braids 
in black, passementerie in silk, tiny 
buttons covered with plain mourning 
silk or dull crocheted silk or braid, em- 
broidered silk bands and hand embroi- 
dered pieces, such as yokes, cuffs and, 
vests, are permissible. 
Hand embroi- 


dery is now considered the smartest of 
trimming 
for mourning gowns. 
Jet 


trimming of any sort and jet orna- 
ments cqfinot 
be 
worn during any 


period of mourning. 


The only" touches of white per- 


missible during this period are at the 
throat and wrists: ruching of all sorts:, 
folds of white crepe or soft net and 
turnover collars and rttfTs of fine lawn 
In hemstitching, or organdie and Swiss 
which may be merely folded and not( 
even stitched. White and black maline 
bows may be worn at the throat, but 
no sort of lace, •white or black, can be 
used as neckwear. 


Fine Home Garden Shrubs 


The most glorious flowering shrub for 


very early spring Is the forsythia, also 
known as golden bell. It grows to a 
height of 8 and even 10 feet, and has 
a wonderful yellow flame of blossoms 
that absolutely hide the^ branches be- 
fore 
a 
single 
leaf 
appears 
The 


branches arch over and make a de- 
lightful shrub that Is satisfactory all 
the year. It will make Its finest show 
!f planted against a dark background. 
Give each plant plenty of room, for the 
branches will spread widely and will 
flnally bend to the earth again and root 
at the tips. 


It Is little troubled by Insects, and 


needs only slight pruning. There are 
several varieties. 
The one described 


here Is forsythla suspensa. and It Is by 
far the 
most 
satisfactory. 
Young 


plants, from 2 to 3 years old. and about 
2 feet high, can be bought for 25 cents 
each. 
For a fine group, plant 3 or 4 


of these, giving each plant from 4 to 5 
feet of 
clear space around It. One 


plant will 
be sufficient for a small 


place. 
Do not set this shrub In the 


middle, of 
an open space 
It needs 


background.

In which case the forsythla may pro- 
duce some blossom by next April, while 
the weigelia Is pretty sure to hear 
flowers by next summer If the plants 
are sturdy.
